Summary of reasons for decision: 

The computer image file printout shows a young girl posing in underwear in what appears to be 
an amateur photographic studio. The girl is arguably "partially nude" because her underwear is 
slight and reveals her body to the camera. However, while her pose mirrors a 'glamour' modelling 
shot and is slightly provocative, it is not so sexual that the image is "reasonably capable as being 
regarded as sexual in nature". This means that the image cannot be said to deal with matters of 
sex in terms of s3(lA) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC 
Act). As the publication does not deal with any s3(l) matters, nor does it raises any issues under 
s3A or s3B of the FVPC Act, it must therefore be classified as unrestricted. This classification is 
consistent with the right to freedom of expression as set out in sl4 of the New Zealand Bill of 
Rights Act 1990.
